The Prince left IVindsor on 
lucsdof, and proceeded by the North- Wetlern 
Railway from Watford lo Lincoln, where he 
hahed and paid o villi to ths Town hall tud 
Cathedral. The Corporation came 14 htrq at 
the atation, in violet -coloured robot of ofGcQ, 
and escorted him to their hall. There ihey 
presented to him an addict*, in the name of 
their ancient and once royal City, Prince 
Albert replied affably to their aourteaiea: — 
11 You ia me no more than justice in believing 
that I am sincerely anxious to give every en- 
courageiaent in my power to those excellent 
inititutiona of which you may feel juslly 
proud ; some of which provide for the wantt

Lord Stanley. Lord Falkland suggested, bb 
the result of hia own experience and mature 
deliberation, thsl upon all future appointments 
the appointee should be reouired to pledge 
himself, during the period of hit tenure, nol to 
occupy a sunt in lha Legtilsllvo Assembly, In 
thi* suggestion Lord Stanley concurred, end 
the omen was there upon tendered by the Co. 
Ternor to Mr. Fairbanks, a gentleman in ex- 
teniive practice at Ihe Nova Scotia bar, and a 
jrominniit member of tha Colonial Lcgitlature. 

alr?FairblkTreli*"ul.s;etl"ws wel"l» 
hia practice, and hound himself not to re- enter 
ihe Legislature during his lerm of ofHcc.

L>rd Orey's second plea deserves inors pir- 
ticular notice, both aa n curious piece of tea- 
aoning, and as nrairding a singular illustration 
of the noble Sctreliry e peculiar ideas nf ihe 
art of colonial governtrieiii. " Lmt year," he 
snys, in effect, " I had two colonial flutes 
lent tD me from Nora Seolla. The first I JV 
nilprotcil of. I lectured tho colonists soundly 
ami told them that if they per- 
sisted in sending it to mo in that 
ahapo. £ would certainly disallow 
it. What folluwcdl They took my ad. 
vice, and amended il just at I had eiig",cated. 
rseo what may ba done by a little gentle per- 
Bua^ioil I * When your lordships consider Ihe 
strong feeling on the point which existed iti 
the province — when you consider the great ob- 
jrciLurm to recogiiiring tho claims nf the ex- 
isting Judges in their salaries — you will not fail 
lo appreciute the manner in which the existing 
legislature haa been brought 10 «e the pro- 
priety of settling the question upon the terms 
which I have mentioned, 1 Yet this tras an 
objeoi which 1 the noble lord opposite' (I^td 
Stanley) had been trying to accomplish for five 
yenrh, • with great latent, but without corre' 
spandingauceess. , "Uutrbrama« l 'whoiin. 
derstendt despatch wrili ng. m I do, nothing eo 
oaay to manage u a colonial legislature. Well, 
there wat tho second statute : I disapproved 
of that too. I read the colonists another leo- 
Itire, not less instructive than the Brat. Il it 
true I told them that if they were so perverse 
neto insist upnn it, I ihould nol thintt it my 
duty to hold out-bm that, of couiae, is imma- 
terial. Who would have thoughts!! Tlieysent 
it back to me. without the aUerition of n letter ! 
Whtit eeuld I do more— .determined, ss I am, 
to adhere, on nil occasions, to the principle of 
total tell-govcriimenl :" In other words, 
Lord Grey's hahit of lecturing is so Inveterate, 
and his coorldenee in his own powers of per- 
suasion 10 strong, thai he cannot understand 
why a lecture, aceons panted hy u positive 
threat of disallowance, ah Duld be one jet more 
Effectual than a lecture without one. We do 
not think it necessary to enlarge further upon 
this very eccentric specimen o( a Ministerial 
apology. 

With respect to the general topics nn which 
Lord Grey expatiated throughout the greater 
portion of hi* speech, there are two observ 
linns which naturally suggest thenuetvn. In 
the first ploce we desire lo direct attention tn 
the forcible and lucid reasoning by which Lord 
Grey defended Ihe absolute irresponsibility of 
Colonial Secretaries in general to the Imperial 
Legislature. " I." ha nrgiiMB, "who in Co- 
lonial Secretary in esre, cannot possibly enter 
into colonial ques liana in my p! ico in Pari! a 
menl, without identifying niyseir with one 
or other of ihe colonial patties, be- 
tween whom it ia my duly io hold 
an even hand I and my opponents, who 
are Colonial Secretaries in paur, ought not to 
trench upon the forbidden ground for precisely 
similar reasons j eryo, colonial questions ought 
nol to bs debated in the Imperial Tarli anient, 
but should be left to the absolute discretion af 
Mr. Mothercouutry and me," It would be 
impossible to frame a more forcible argument 
against the existence of a functionary clothed 
with powers eo enormous, and so Incapable nf 
being, subjected to oe.istitutional control. 
Again, wc may he permitted to aay ono word 
about the meaning of lint very familiar phroae, 
— local self-government. The words mean, as 
we undel stand it, that a oniony should be left 
to manage itt own aiTaira, with the exception of 
certain clssee* of subjects strictly Bud neces- 
sarily within tfie range of Imperial cagniunce. 
But they do not exclude—or rather they neces- 
tardy imply — the providing fox such colony a 
form of government cslculnted to counteract 
(possibly by means which would prove in . 
operattre or inexpedient in an old 
and populous country,) the mischiefs 
of intemperate, precipitate, nnd unjost 
legislation, which are the inevitable come, 
quence* of giving full scope ta the dsmoemlit 
principle in a Small society, where parties run 
high, and Ihe Checks and counter-cheeka that 
here insensibly Him Iho balance of the legisla- 
tive msolllno nra undeveloped and unknown. 
On the other hand, there are sluleamen whoac 
prncticnl expmltion of tile doctrine omounls 
to thia — they content themselves with giving 
ampla room for the free play of the democratic 
principle, no matter what may be the state of 
society i they lecture tho Qovernor about hit 
responsibilities, but praet-cally impress upon 
his mind that he is to regard himself si a mere 
ministerial nlftcce ; they restore, io far aa in 
Ihem lies, all local cheeks on improvident and 
oppressive legislation; nndthey prrjvidcagsinat 
the jolts and jari which, under such a system, 
may be expected to occur, by reserving the 
discretionary power which they deny id Ihe 
in. conor on the ipoi, for an Irresponsible 
bureau in Lundon. Now, ebservn hniv re- 
sponsible Etjvernment works In Ntm Scotia, 
Two JJilTl, both relating to tho loonl 
mnnngement of the colony, pass the 
Legislative Assembly, The Governor, mindful 
of his instructions, does not hesitate to set hia 
seal to both of them. One, however, resell 
with sorao opposition in the First Chamber, or 
Legislative Council. N" ■-■■■>■ this First Chamber, 
being composed of persons uominaiet! for life 
by Ihe O over nor— in other words, by the Mi- 
nistry for the time being— ia not, perhaps, 
calculated to imposo a very effectual check on 
the proceedings of tho Second. Nevertheless, 
on this occasion, it exerts its privilege, and is 
about to throw out the 11111, when the Go- 
vernor, still we tuppose in the hands of his 
Cabinet, and acting ministerially, rustic! to tho 
rrecue, nnd, by giving hie coating vole in favour 
of ths measure, secures it irom rejection, Thua, 
duly passed and asaenced to, tha two Bills are 
forthwith despatched lo Ihe office. The ono, 
whioh confessedly works gross injustice to a 
particular individual, and vlolalci an engage- 
ment entered into on the part of the Crown, 
receives her Majeity's assent ; the other, to 
which the OHlce entertains objections, well or 
ill founded, of a general nature, is di sal En wed, 
and aent beok tor revision. U thia " local

THE ELF.CTHIC TELEGRAPH.— 
EFFECTS Ol' THI! LATE SJi'OW STOUM, 
Is allusion to the laid eevtro snow storm, 
Mr, Walker, the superintendent of telegraph, 
at the T'uiibtidge Wells stittion on lhc bouth- 
Bjanejm Hue, lias made the fallowing inttxt^iiiig 
copttmuriicntion : — 

" Certain damage occurred to lhc telegraph 
poles, in suuno dist rk-t5 of tlusraUivay from tlio 
| sitow-siorni of Tliuitidny butt : betivccn Plucfcly 
arid Ashford, Ifythe and Folks-tone, rind 
especially betivi-en Ashfiicil nnd Jlythe, rutd to 
» mHD.ll extent elsewhere. The peculiar circum- 
stances of the case deserve a placa in the 
history of Meteorology, The rlftj" opened with 
heavy driving ruin and much wind; befuro 
iiDon there was n slight respite, -which gave 
plueu to mingled snow and riun, that continued 
tiirouRh n greater part of the night. All wai 
well until six p.m., nnd probably later. Piost 
now attended the snow, and it began lo congeal 
with the rain iibout lha telegraph wire*.

" At I was present during tha whole of tha 
awful pome which terminated so fatallyatUu 
Ihenlrcltoyal, Dunlop .street, on Sniurdaf 
BtBuing, a short narratire of what came iind« 
my observation may be interesting. Th* 
piece was the » Surrender of Celais.™ Tba 
precise time I did nol think of noticing, but lbs) 
tint act had jualclooed. Almnst at thnt in- 
stant when the curtain descended a. horrid out- 
Cry was raited In the upper gallery. Aa that 
part of the audience in thia theatre ia not 
usually remarkable for its quietness or order, I 
imagined that there was no cause, mora thai 
ordinary, for the disturbance. Soon, howevcs\ 
the fearful words * Fire 1 lire!' were hoar A 
oborc tha other noises. I then leaned tui» 
wnrd from the box where I was silting, but 
couid not discover any appearance whicW 
could lead me to believe that any portion of 
the woodwork of lhc gsllery hsd becorna 
irtniicd. Still the cry ot 'fire 1' grew louder 
and mote in carneat ; and distinct cries for 
' water 1' were fiercely intermingled, Then 
wainownc possibility of miataking, as lb* 
audience began to push away from the spat 
where the woodwork of the front of the upper 
gallery had laken fire. During this Mr, 
Alexander, came on ths stage C# an inatsnt, 
seemingly to discover tho cause of the alarm. 
Ha Bpokc some words whioh were very indis- 
tinctly heard in any part of the theatre, and, 
from the noise, I Bhuuldsay nol at all in IU 
gnllorv. What he said was to tho effect that 
there were men sent up to extinguish the Sits 
just at thia moment a young man dressed in 
a bine jacket and futtinn trouaeri, put oca 
of his feet orer the front of the 
gallery, using his heel as a hammer to fere* 
out the p annul, crying out at the samo times, 
" it is tlio gas, it ia the gss." Then a very little 
■ moke appeared over the front of the fiailcrj* 
not more than if a person had been smoking a 
pipe — then a slightly Luminous glare, and them 
s fc* sparks. One or two persons in thtfr 
shirt sleeves, like carpenters, now hppearecV 
and the hoard ing waa wrenched from the insidss 
of the breastwork of the gallery, and the flrtj 
was exlinguisbed. While all this was Lskicjtt 
plsce several people had found a way out oT 
the gallery, and were seated to tho uppef 
bones. AH seemed restored to order. Aa tt 
appeared from the boxes, the people had zvjs 
tu'pcd to • stale of jo; and happineBs, utit 
hundreds ef voices cried out "All's righL" 
Tlio young man I have already mcntionssl 
lifted a piece of the sroed which had been na 
moved, and, nourishing it over hit head, give 
the time for a hearty and joyous three oheen. 
The orchestra had commenced to play, and 
everything looked like a continuaDce of th* 
performance. Every face waa beaming witk 
ami lee, when all at once I heard a gcntlemek 
in the next box ery out, as if in Mortal sbb* 
guiah, "Thete are are people being murdered 
on the) stalls," I ruihed out, and by a privet* 
tiulrcnse which leads to the little oUce what* 
the people pay for admission to tho galleries*, 
I came in sight of agony such as words aft) 
powerless to describe. Though the simiie suajt 
seem harah, the people, young and old, wcra 
lyiog wedged upon each oilier likfa 
hcrnnga ia a barrel.

Fifteen rninutee had not elapsed from tha Erst 
outcry of 1 Fire,' At this lime a number ait 
Bremen were) in the theatre, hit 
they seemed for a moment to bs) 
panic struck. Those who know the tha* 
aire arc, of course, aware that there is at t-'ids 
part of tha iiaircase a low harrier about thro* 
feet in height. The firemen were recjuoeled H 
remove ihii obstruction and will tome of th* 
people from the fatal crash, a a there ia a pat* 
•ago here out by tke box lobbiej. immajdi. 
ately three were removed, one or whom 
moaned out, 1 Let me die where I am.' Ha 
waa laid down the floor, aa were the two otheta 
removed at the tame time. Only a rooms** 
was left is look at or aaiitt them, and thsj 
wera pait th s reach Of all Lutein aid. SsaisBj; 
Ihat it was lit vails lo think of removing mart 
of the sufferers by this way, aa when one was 
taken away Ihe superincumbent person! only 
fell with increaaed weight upon those beneath 
them. I left thia place to find aome people to 
go with me to lha private slalrtsu* 
which leads, and on the alago from, 
the pit lobby up prat the end ot" the stag* 
cud of the gallery I found Mr. d li.y, of thai 
police, who gave me four of hia men. That 
i followed rat to tha top of tha 
atalr of the gallery where ihs> 
awful catastrophe was just 
place, Here I found Mr, 
Mrs, Alexander, together with Mr. 1". Ifoungt 
and Mr. Langlcy, mem bore of the Dutuop* 
street company, and two other person a, who 
had the appearance nf tradesmen, actively en- 
gaged in lifting those who could not help 
IhcrDselvea. And, I may odd. that those who 
escaped death were mainly aarnd by the para 
sons I havB juat named. Those who wertj 
taken thus from Iho top of the tnnss were care- 
fully removed to the various dresBing-roatfias 
where a young mcdieal gentleman, whoso 
name I do not kn iw, administered all that he 
oould to the sufferers as long us life remained, 
Uut the most of tham who had receivod ins 
juries died altnaat on. the inetantthat they won 
lifted from the awful presi of crushed human 
beings. Hy thia lime tbo etmra had book 
cleared of the wound d, and dead, and dying.
